DETAILED ACTION 
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Status of the Application 

1. Currently, claims 39-43, and 45-50 are pending and allowed in the application. 
The claims were amended and allowed in the Examiner’s Amendment Notice of 
Allowance mailed on September 23, 2004. The Applicant submitted a Request for 
Continued Examination accompanied by an Information Disclosure Statement on 
December 22, 2003. No claim amendments were made in the RCE. 

Information Disclosure Statement 

2. The information disclosure statement (IDS) submitted on December 22, 2003, is 
in compliance with the provisions of 37 CFR 1.97. Accordingly, the references have been 
considered by the Examiner 

3. It is noted that, although the references identified as DH and DJ (both listing 
Johnson, Michael A., et al. as authors) have disclosed ILTV genes and proteins, the 
sequences disclosed by the references are not identical to the sequences of SEQ ID NOs: 
10 or 11 in the present application. Nor do the references provide any suggestion for the 
modification of the sequences disclosed therein such that they would render the presently 
claimed invention obvious. 


Conclusion
